But | tn leaſt degree of Fayth of this Poſi- 
tive kind, this beginning or rudiment of 
Fayth, this ſmoakic Flaxe which hath no 
Firein it, of that weakneſle as it giveth nei- 
ther heate norlightzChniſt will not quench, 
but will make it gather ſtrength, and waxe 
into a Firg; ſothat we will doe qur part,and 
yſe the meanes that ſerue to increaſe it, by 
diligent meditation vpon the word of 
God, carncſt and ardent Prayer, and ſuch 
other holy exerciſes, appertaining to the 
furtheraugce of our Fayth. 

This litle Fayth may be thus deſcribed ,

matter. As an Angell from Heaucn,addrel. 
ſed to Man, and diſpatched to our Forefa- 
thers in the times of otd;: Nay,If a King.out 
of his Throne ſhould commende a Mag, 
what Subic durſt oppole himſclfe totha 
opinion ? > Now if wee 1ccciue the tceltimo- 
nic of Angcll, or Man, that 1s great : The 
teſtimonic of God, is orcater, as the ſupre- 
weſt eſflence, our beſt "'Schovlemaiſter that 
teacherh vs to pray, chat holdeth vp ſuchas 
Pray by the head, by the hand of his promt- 
ſes : That is as good as his word, and kee» 
peth his promile for ever, that witnelleth 
the ſame by his inward motions, and opera- 
tion in our hrartes. An Angell, for all his 
Spirituall intelligence, mult not comparem 
any fort with theholy oholt in knowledge 
of the vnicarchiable feer: is of God : The 
Holy Ghoſt can lefle decciue vs, then an 
Angell, as beeins che yacreated week it 
ſclte, winch! jeadeth into all rruech : More- 
ouner, the re{timonic he perfourmeth, is be- 

onde all compariſon, becauſe itreſteth not 
in the care, ſo to runne into the ayre, but 
keepetl relidence 1n our Reynes , and 
Veines, 
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Veines, hath a Chayer in our heartes, wits 
neſsing to qur Spirits, that we are the Chul- 
dren of God, by ſpeaking, ſhewing foorth 
his power, and by praying in vs. Adde, 
hereto, that this Spirit hath indiuiduall 
commerce with our Spiric, neuer departeth 
from ys: Hee taketh not vp the Temples 
of our bodyes as an Innefor a !hort time, 
and be gone; but as an Houſe, wherein he 
is minded to continue, aſiuming to him- 
ſelfe the wholeregiment of them; as a Lord 
that commeth to dwell in an Houſe, diſpo- 
ſeth of that Houſe afterhis owne pleaſure.

fremche Spirit of [lluſton, that is, from pre- 
ſumption. 2. By what meancs the Spirit of 
God eiueth a particuler teſtimonie in a 
Mans conſcience, of his certainecleion. 

1. Fortheficſt, wee are to know, that as 
there is acertaine perſwaſion of Gods fa- 
uour from the Spirit of God : So Sathan 
hath his ſleightes, whereby he ſoweth Pul- 
lowes of Preſumption to mens Elbowes, 
ſuzgeſting pleaſinges and leaſings vnto vs, 
Thus Pceſumption commeth to vs by kind, 
as w-:aremen, as a naturall and ineuitable 
euill, which hath a ſhew of Fayth, but de- 
nieth the power of it. And this counter- 
feite-mocke qualitic of pretended Fayth, is 
more commoa then the true and lively 
Fayth indeed . This wee (ee dayly in the 
cominn careleſſe people: For if any of 
themihi!l be asked, what they thinke of 
themſelues, whether they (hall be ſaued or 
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no? they will wipe their mouths with their 
Handkerchiee, and ſay, yea, withour all 
doubt; ſochatif there were but few in the 
Countrieco be ſaued. they gerſwade rnome 
felues, thar themſelues are thiy'e perſons? 
For why, he hath alwayes orderly kept his 
Church,euermore belecucd, and hauc done 
no man wronz : Tacſe, and ſuch like miſe 
faſhioned Fancies, eaſily with ſuch vnskil- 
fulneiTe, goce for good and lawfull Fayth. 
Bur (1c! men would be vamasked,and this 
M.fl:r that couereth their eyes and lead 
them blindfold, is to be taken from them. 
Wherefore I anſwere to the Queſtion, 
That the Spirit of God is many wayes to 
bedecerned from the Spirit of Preſumprti- 
on. 1. Firſt, by afull perſwaſton the ſpirit 
of Gad giveth : for the holy Ghoſt doth 
not barely word it, but throughly worketh 
it, by force of perſwaſton; which is notin 
the power of Nature ſo todoe. 2. Sccond- 
ly, by the manner of Perſwaſton: for the 
holy Ghoſt diſputeth not from the workes 
or worthineſſe of man he draweth not the 
waters of life vnto vs, from ſuch ſhallow 
Welles, but he draweth deeper then euer 
Licobs Well was, cuen from the profonnd 
and bottamle(ſe Fountaine of Gods loue 
and fauoar towardes vs; and no other kind 
of Lozickedoth he vſe with vs. This 13 a 


courſe that Sathan can not skill onz he hath 
| no 
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no will ynto it : it is quite: cxoffe, and con- 
trarie vnto him. 3. Thirdly, by theeffed 
of that Teſtimonie : For the Perſwaſtog 
that ariſeth from Preſumption, 1s cold ani 
dead; but that which hath deſcenſe from 
the Spirit ofGod, is liucly in opcrationefot 
ſuch as are poſſeſſed with this Perſwaſiony 
that they are the Eletcd & Adopted Chile 
dren of God, they will lone God, repoſe 
theirtruſt in him,call ypon his name, & that 
wit their whole heartes : and in regard of 
their loue to him, they wil loath ſinne, and 
cuery thing cle that agreeth not with his 
will. The Effetes whereby wee know the 
true Spirit from the counterfcit , are two 
Roted downe by 'Pax'!, where he faythy T be 
KIT meketh vs cry, Abba (that 15) Father, 
The firſt, is to pray with ſuch intentien of 
Minde, and contention of Sinnewes and 
Sides, with groanes and fighes, as though a 
man would fill Heauen and Earth : A prin- 
cipall knowne marke of the Spirit of Ad- 
optiun,neuer to be found in the Preſump- 
tuous rechleſle ſort, who pray but at Good 
times ; and when they pray, they heare not 
thcir Prayers,their Spiritdieth m the Ayre, 
before it can piercethe Cloudes, and aſcend 
vpto Heaven where God is . The Church 
hath their Bodyes, but their Heartes are at 
home. They bleat out the Lords Prayer, 
the Creede,and ten — 

cir 
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their lippes : buttheir God is their Gold,” 

their mindes are on their Mony-bagges, 
or elſe they wander in their extrauazant 
thoughts, as the Prodigall Sonne /n lngin> 
quam regionems, in a farre Countrie. They 
pray as though their heartes and rongues' 
were ftrangersz drawing neere him with 


' theirlippes, but ſtanding along aloofe off 


with their heartesz praying,& in themeane. 
while leauing ther Spitiraſleepe: orifthey 
awake it,they leauc ie, as Chriſt did lus Dife 
cipies for thertime . Their Altar is without 
Fire, their Prayers without feruqur, their 
Wordes without intention, the outward 
ation of their bodies without the confent 
of their inner affe tions. 

The ſecond effe& is the Aﬀc&t of Herr, 
anſweratle in nature to that which 1s in 
Children towardes their Parents z whichis 
an affeion of loue, reverence, obedience, 
thankfulneſlc ; For they call notvpon him 
as vpon a skarlot arid grimme Tudge, but 
they come to him in his familiar name, 
Abba,that is,a gracious & mercifull Father. 
Now ſuch as arenot of theright Spirit, they 
can not in tructh come to him in thus name. 
Finally, wherethe teſtimonie of the Spirit 
is,many other graces ofthe Spirit are with 
it: farit will not be ſolicaric, as when one 


aut 
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out with it . Further, learne thus to know 
them aſunder,& toput difference betweene 
the Spirit,and Preſumption. 1, Preſumpti- 
onisaninhorne qualitic, which wee ſucke 
fromour Mothers : but the witneſle of the 
Spiritis ſupernaturall. 2. Prcſumption is in 
them,that recke not ofthe ordinar1je meanes 
that maketo their ſaluation . But they that 
arc of the Spirit, chearefully 1mbrace them, 
& take carc to follow the; they reverently 
& relig1quſlyheare the word of (39d. ; Pre- 
ſumpus 15inſuchthae vſcnotto call on the 
name of God: but the Spirit of God 1s the 
Spirit of Prayer, teaching vs to pray with 
teares not able to be expreſſed. Preſumptis 
is Iincked with Looſeneflc of life : the Spi- 
11tworketh vs in a new mould, Maran cb 
1/io Hettore, cleage cantrary to that we were 
before,and warneth vs, with the Wiſe-men 
of the £ft, not againe to returne to Heros 
Courr,to evr old vasz but by caſtin off 
our old canucrſation, as, the Eagle doth her 
bill,torvurne into our country an other way. 
Preſumption is peremptorie, and maketh 
a wanto ſtand ypon his Slippers to be con- 
fident vp to the throate, and never once ta 

caſt any doubt of our well daing, whereas 
the conſciences of the godly are oft times

Ofthe braod of the old /raebre, that mare 
rezarded their rancker and grofler diets, 
their Onions, Garlicke, Leckes, and ſuch 
pelfe,& the Fleſh-pots af «£eyr z thenthe 
riches of Caraan,the Land of Promuſe. Ger- 


geſir5 all the ſort of them, more ſetting by 


their Swine,then by their Sauiour, Now to 
yamaske ſucha diſguiſed Hipacrite,there 
be two proper markes to diſcerne this af- 
fetion from the falfe,- r. The firſt 1s. his 
loue to a Chriſtian, in that regard anely 
that hee is a Chriſtian : for hee can not ec- 
ſteeme of Chriſt as he ought, that doth not 
in lke ſort eſtceme of Chriſtcs — 
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This is the Obſeruation giuen vs by our 
Saviour, where he ſayth : He rþ4t recencth

receine 4 Prophets reward: and he thatre- 
ceineth 4 righteous man im the name of « 
rizhteous man, ſhall recerue the reward of « 
righteous man, Anditis the figne S. Jobn 
tellcth vs of, where he ſayth; Hereby wee 
know that we are tranſlated from aeath to 
life, becauſe wee lowe the Brethren : that is, 
ſuch as are members, becauſe they are ſo. 

2. Theſecond marke1s, their loucto the 
ſecond comming of Chriſt. either particu- 
larly.by death, or vniuerſally by the latter 
Judgement, to no other end, but to havea 
full fruition of Chriſt, $. 'Pa«/ maketh this 
a marke of our adoption, where he ſayth 
The Crowne of righteonſn: ſe is laide vp jor

Theoutward Token of our Attoption, 
1s out New Obedience, and confornutic to 
Gods Law in an holy conuerſation, ex- 
preſſed by Saint Fobn, where he ſaycth:

Now we meane 
nat ſuch exact &abſolute obedience, as the 
morall Law inthe rigour thereof, looketh 
for atour handey; for then it ſhould not be- 
takca grace, butbe the meanes of our dam- 

nation 
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gation: But ſuch obedience as in the fauqu- 
rable acceptation of God, meaſuring a 
deede rather by the diſpoſition of thedoer, 
then by the perfeRion of itz goeth for cur- 
rant pay : Yet that we may not paye him 
Copper far gaod Coyne, this obedi- 
ence muſt be thus qualified, Firſt, it muſt 
not cone with paring Knues to the Law 
of God,and cutte off and keepe ſuch com- 
maundements as they pleaſe, and kceepea 
part behinde with A-an-4,and 3 1phr 4, and 


.duide has worſhip, as the wrong Mother 


that pleaded beforc Salome, would haue 
the Childe deuided : Hee will haue our 
obedience to them all, or clſc to none of 
them all. 


. Herod conld heare }> bm Bavift willingly, 


and did reforme many thinges by his 
meanes : And (#445 had many good partes 
in him, as beereby appcareth, that he was 
content to leaue all, and to follow Chriſt, 
and preached the Ghoſpell of the King- 


dome in fur, aſwell as the reſt : Yer all 


this was to no purpoſe, for that the one 


would not obey the ſeuenth Commannde- 


. ment, in leaving his Brother Phinps Wite 


and the other would not leaue his couec- 
touſneſle to dye for it. Entire and true 0- 
bedience, doth ſtretch our it ſelfe to all che 
Commandementes, as Daw fayth, / ſhal 
not be confounded, when | bang reſþett 19 all thy 

Cos 
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{ommandements. Saint James condemneth 
him as guilcic of all, that is guiltie of one; 
Thatis,our obedicnce to manv Comman. 
dementcs, i» before God no obedience, but 
a flatte ſine, if wittingly and willingly we 
Jeauc any one vndone. Hee that doth re. 
pent himſelte of one fanne truely, doth re- 
ent of all : and hee that lines but in one 
me finne, without repentance, what- 
ſocuer he pretend, indeed repentes of no 
finne. . 
2. Sccondly,this Obedience muſt dilate 
it (clfc to the whole courſe of our life, after 
our converſionand repentance : for we are 
not to 1ndge of a man by enc or two good 
deedes ; butby the carriage of hiralclic in 
the whole courſe of his life. A man 15,as his 
lifeis : They arcnot the ſlippes and falles 
that he hath by weakneſle of nature, that 
can preiudicehis Eleftion, ſo he renucth his 
repentance for his new treſpaſles, & dwd- 
leth not in ſinne in a ſenſcle(le (ecuritie. 

3» Thirdly and laſtly, this Obedience, 
muſt be fromthe whole man, as Regenera- 
tion the cauſe thereof, is through the whole 
man in Body, Soule, and Spirit. Allo, 
Obedienceis the fruite of Love z and Louc 
1s from apure Heart, a good Conſcience, 
and Fayth vafained. 

T hus weeteach not that men muſt be; 


* lecugthe forgiucacilc of their ſyuncs, while 


they 
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they lie, and livein them, for that were al, 
togcather to teach falſchood for trueth. 
Hee that belecues the Pardon of his finnes 
by truce Fayth, hath the ſpirit of God in 
him, and pcrpole not to linne a- 
gainſt God, Ifhee doe, it is againſt his 
minde; 1t is not hee that doth it, but the 
ſinne that dwelleth in him, and his caſe 
ſtandeththus. He hath by his finne giuen 
a blow to his Conſcieace, weakned his 
Fayth, bercaued himſelfe of the Fauour of 
God as much as in him is, made himſelfe 
guiltic of finne, and worthy of damaation, 
And God for his part, accordingly turnes 
the wonted fignes of his Fquour,into ſignes 
of Anger and Diſpleaſure; and though 1t 
be pardoned in the purpoſe of God, yet is 
it not atually pardoned, till the partic rc- 
pent. | 
Wherefore heere is Anſwere to this De- 
maunde, How aman may be a{lured of his 
Adoption, ifhe want the Teſtimonic from 
Heauen, which is the Spirit of God. For as 
Fireis knowne by two propertics, of the 
heate, of the Flame : Wee may know it ta 
be Fire ſtill, by the veric heate, though it at- 
fordeth no Flame, So if aman hath not the 
Witnclle of Gods Spirit, by the Teſtimo- 
wialt of our Spirit, our ſanQification; wee 
hane certificate not obſcureof our Eletis. 
If it hall further grow into queſtion, 
EF, Haw 
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How itis that after all our curious Tnqui- 
ſition, wefinde but few fignes of Santtifi- 
cationin our (clues? In this caſe they muſt 
haverecourſe to the leaſt mcalure of Grace, 
which being but of the ſize of a Graine of 
Muſtardſced, and but of the ſirength of a 
weake Infanc, it is ſufficient to cngrafle 
thei into Chriſt, and therefore they mult 
not doubt of their EleQtion becanſe they 
find their Fayth feeble, and the cffetes of 
the Holy ghoſt faint within them: which 
I ſpeake not to the end to lead men mito 
ſecuriae, & thatthey ſhould content them- 
ſelues with theſe ſmall beginninges of 
Grace, but onely to ſhew how any may aſ- 
(ure chemſclues that they arc at the leaſt, 
Baves in Chriſt z adding this withall, ti:at 
they which have no more but theſe ſma'l 
beginninges, muſt be carefull to increaſe 
them, 244 non progrecr eſt rrgreds Not to goe 
forward, isto goe backward. 

Laſtly,and whatitche Chriſtian ſaule as 
yet hath not found this htle mcaſure of 
Grace,and hathno meanes in the world of 
alluraunce? Hee muſt not deſpaire, but 
perſwade himfelfe in this, that though hee 
wantes aſluraunce now, yet hee may hauc 
the ſame hereafter. 

No man may percmptorily conclude, 
and (er downe, that himſelfe, or any other 
naReprobatc; For Gods waycs arc not as 

mans 
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mans wayes, but hee'preferres ſich, often 
times as ſecme greateſt ſtrangers and ali- 
antes vnto him vntv bis Kingdome, when 
he caſteth out thofe whom the world cltce- 
med Cluldren of the Kin2dome. Sofayth

ir appeareth by the example of che remor. 
ſed Theefe vpon the Croſſe. Bur in the 
mecane while be weperſwaded, to hearethe 
Word of God, and to recciue the Sacra- 
mentes: For by our care in comauug to 
the Lords Vineyard, and conuerſtng about 
the Wine-preſle, we ſhall finde that com- 
fortable Wine of Gods Grace, as (hall ſerue 
to make glad the heart of man. When ſick- 
nefſe and death aſſaulteth vs, the very 
choſen of God miiſt prepare themſelues to 
temptations, the Devill then beſturing him 
ſelfc all he may,and ſifting our ſoules tothe 
courſeſ? branne,as curiouſly as eter L+b@1 
did ranſacke /acobs ſtuffe: And few there 
be that can 1udge of theſe terrors of temp- 
tatior;s,but ſuch an one as can ſay, Q «arans 
pars magna fig , Now when men lay thus 10 
darkneſſc.and in theregion and ſhadow of 
death, vnleſſe God ſhould trom Heauen 
with a graci9us aſpett, looke vpon them 
in the face of his Annoynred, and ſIrcame 


dowac vnto them in this life, ſome I1gh1t- 
F 2» tome 
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ſome beames of his loue'in Chriſt, by the 
operation of his holy Spirit, it would be 
very hard with the beſt of them all. 

Finally, as cuery one of the Ele&t,in this 

life,is made certaine of his EleRion, aſcer- 
tained thereof by the meanes aboue men» 
tioned ; ſo adve time by God is determi- 
ned for the ſame, tearmed in holy Scri 
tures, T he Acceptable tre : the day of Saluati- 
on: T he time of our Urſuation : Before which 
time of our bleſſed Vocation, we neuer are 
perſwaded,or once thinke of our Saluati- 
on: as wee ſec in theexarples of Mathew, 
wholly betaking himſelte to his Toll 
houſe : as in Paw;, before his converſion, 
when he was a Saw, and vexed the Congre- 
gation: and in many ſuch, 

Againe,many aſter the time of their Cal- 
ling, are not by and by made certaine' of 
their Eleftion : but to ſome ſooner, to ſoms 
later, is this Grace afforded. 

A Chriſtian ſoule often ſecketh aſter this 
comfort in his Bedde by Prayers, and fin- 
dcth 1t not; as the Spouſe the Church did 
her Bridegrooime in the 3. of the Canticle, 
In wy Beade ty ni;hu, f (ought buns that my ſoult 
lea 1 7 ſougbt him, but 1 found bun not , Hee 
IHtreateth the counſaile and comfort of his 
triendes, andthehelpe of their holy pray- 
ers; and yet found him not: The complaint 
the Spouſe mak<th in the ſame place. _ 
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teſorteth to the Godly Preachers of the = 
word, and yet ſpeedeth not ; which was "3 
ſtill the ſaid Churches caſe . 

Laſtly, when all helpe and hepes fayled 
her, the Bridesr<me came, Adimtor m op por- 
mmatrtw, An helper in the needfull time 
of trouble : he came on his owne accord, as 
hc hath ſo doneto diverſe in the like caſe.

7. After all theſe, Chriſt revealeth to his Chap.qrerl4, 
Seruant, the happineſle of his eſtate in this to the chaug, 
life, and the other moreplaincly & openly

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hath beſtowed on him. $. The Chriſti 
preſenteth his Prayers to Chriſt, that hee 
would breath and blow vpon him witl

the Lord. Laſtly, Chriſt yceldeth to all w 
pray tor, and giveth vs our heartes defire;
